publiſhed intheſe Realms, the commerce with the Realins. 
of Portugal , France, and England is prohibired , upon 
ſeverall penalties , even to the death of the Tranſgzefibrs, 
and loſs of their Eſtates; And becanſe fo weighty a buſi- 
neſs hath not had the execution it requireth , t 34 Realms 
have ſuſtained, and do ſuſtain very great damages,the filyer 
and gold being carried outof them, and our Subjes and 
vaſſals eſtates, vainly ſpent in_ uſeleſs and unneceſſary 
things,our enemies enjoying as much convenience and pro- 
fir asthcy could have done 1n time of peace,by the introdu- 
ion of their Merchandizes, as well by vertue of certain 
permiffions that have been granted , and by the toleration 
and diſimulation of ſome, who by their own obligation,and 
by their places , and offices, ought to have prevented the 
ſame, Dcfiringto pur a ftopto ſuch great inconveniences and 
diſorders, and provide a remedy forthem , and abſolutely 
roſhut the door againſt the introduction of all forts of 
Goods.and Fruits of the ſaid Realms, which being ſeen by 
our Councils, and that which concerning the premiſes, the 
whole Realm unitcd in Parliament hath petitioned us 
for, (which ar preſent 1s frting,) and having conſulted with 
us, it was agreed that wc —_ r0-command the{e our Let- 
terst0 be given, wiich we will, ſhall have the force of a 
Law,and a Proclamation ct tort by Royal Authority, as 
ifrhey were made and promulzate:l i Parliament, where- 
by we do.command the Laws, Proclamations,and Mandats

2. And whereas the years ipaſt we granted ſeveral Per-

or the greateſt partthereof is now expired, and wearein- 
formed, that what they have imported without entry made 
inthe Cuſtome-houſes, will ſarisfic for what time or quan- 
tity ſoeverthey may want , and that already they have got 
qrrmes profits by the fraudsthey have committed, We 

o ſuſpend and determine all and every the ſaid Licenſes, 
and permiſsions which have been given , notwithſtanding 
it may be alleaged and proved, that the terme, orrhe quan- 
tity thereot is nor accompliſhed. And we do will, andir 
it is our pleaſure (for the motives aforeſaid) that no uſe be 
made of the ſame for any cauſe orpretence , after the day of 
the publication of this Proclamation, for that from hence+ 
foith it ſhall be pur in execution.
